support of that authority by which they obtained their 


privileges, and upon whose ascendancy alone they can 


depend lor their continuance. 


Q . How do corporate privileges promote the aggran­ 
dizement o f the wealthy class ? 


A. By placing the control of all the business o f cer­ 


tain branches oi trudo and manufactures into the hands 


of 
a wealthy few, who are the large stockholders,— 


lh « y would be enabled thereby to prevent all com pe- j 


tition in the same branch o f business— and to make the I 


present independent class o f laborers mere hirelings, and 
dope infants upon their patronage. 


Q . Hut why do not the people who are the sover­ 


eign, put their veto upon such proceedings? 


A. O b account ol 
a political delusion, under which

siifl’er, which leads them to suppose that what­ 


ever causes a great influx of wealth into one channel, 


proportionally magnifies

without considering that another channel o f wealth may 
he proportionally emptied.

Can an intelligent people be very generally uf- 
fected with such a delusion ? 


A. Certainly, it requires not only intelligence, but a 


kind of jealousy, (which certain minds seem to harbor)

pecting decent and apparently honest men of any sinis­ 


ter designs against the liberties of the common people— 


md trus confidence, rather than their want o f intelli­ 
gence, causes their gullibility. 


Law of Honor and .M orality.— T he duties of men 


may be classed under three divisions— the law c f mo- 
ru lity 
the law o j honor, and the law o f politeness. 


All these, unlike many o f the laws o f the land, are 


founded in the nature of man. 
The observance of the 


first is absolutely necessary for the well-being o f society 


the 
iservance o f the second and third is necessary 


for our social enjoyment, but not indispensable for tho 


security of government. 
Offences against morality are 
punishable as crimes—but offences 
,♦ „,thPr honor 


or politeness are punishable only us violations o f public 


feeling. 
The offender against morals is liable to the 


punishment o f the law s— the offender against honor or 


politeness is liable oul v to that punishment which may 


flow from the indignation of his acquaintance. 
Hence 


w e may make the following distinctions. 
The law of 


morality includes the whole duty of man, as prescribed 


by the laws o f the land. 
T he law o f honor includes 


those duties which are not recognized by the law o f the 


land, and which may be omitted without suffering any 


civil penalty, but which are nevertheless sanctioned by 


toe highest obligations. 
The law of politeness includes 


an inferior class of duties, which are instituted lor the 


I romotion ol our social happiness— but not sanctioned 


by any legal statues. 
T hese three classes of duties are 


so entirely distinct, that a man may be strictly moral 


and destitute of honor —or strictly honorable and des­ 


titute of sound morality— or strictly polite without either 


honor or morality. No man is a good citizen who omits 


either of these duties. 
T hey are about equally essential 


to the happiness of mankind.
